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Nr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 

for  the  year  1963* 

A  considerable  number  of  cases  of  measles,  471 
in  all,  were  reported  during  the  year.  This  disease 
tends  to  reach  a  peak  throughout  the  country  in 
alternate  years.  Other  infectious  diseases  were 
relatively  rare. 

No  serious  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  occurred, 
the  occasional  case  quickly  cleared  up.  Most  cases 
could  be  avoided  by  paying  scrupulous  attention  to 
personal  hygiene  especially  among  those  handling  food 
in  shops  and  restaurants.  A  great  deal  of  trouble  is 

taken  to  see  that  food  is  wholesome  when  offered  to  the 

public.  It  is  regularly  inspected  and  sampled  and 

standards  regarding  purity  and  quality  of  food  are  laid 
down.  It  is  easy  however  for  pure  food  to  become 
contaminated  during  transport  from  warehouse  to  retailer, 
by  careless  handling  or  in  dirty  vehicles.  Contamination 
also  can  occur  in  the  shop  due  to  food  being  exposed  to 
flies  and  dust,  by  assistants  handling  food  with  soiled 
hands  and  by  dogs.  In  the  home  the  food  must  be 
stored  in  a  cool,  clean  place,  and  care  taken  when 
handling  it.  Contamination  can  occur  when  utensils 
and  crockery  are  not  clean.  The  practice  of  reheating 
food  cooked  the  day  before  can  encourage  the  growth 
of  bacteria  which  may  result  in  food  poisoning.  This 
especially  applies  to  meat  products  when  the  food  is 
not  heated  sufficiently  to  destroy  bacteria.  7/hen 
it  is  necessary  to  precook  a  meal  it  should  be  cooled 
as  quickly  as  possible  and  stored  in  a  cold  room  or 
refrigerator  and  protected  from  flies  ax‘jd  dust  when 
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cooling.  Cleanliness  will  do  a  great  deal  to  prevent 
food  poisoning. 

Births  during  the  year  vere  344  including  7 
illegitimate  births.  There  were  also  7  still  births. 

The  birth  rate  was  a  little  higher  than  that  of  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  209?  8  less  than  the 
previous  year,  91  of  these  occurred  in  persons  aged 
75  years  and  over.  6  babies  dies  under  1  year  of  age, 

4  of  them  did  not  survive  one  week.  Malignant 
Disease  killed  34  persons,  11  less  than  in  1962.  No 
cases  of  death  from  Cancer  of  the  lung  were  reported. 
Coronary  disease  remained  almost  the  same  -  41  deaths 
being  under  this  heading.  There  were  37  deaths  from 
this  cause  last  year.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  deaths 
from  pneumonia,  14  as  against  4  in  1962.  5  Accidental 

Deaths  and  2  suicides  also  occurred.  No  maternal 
deaths  were  reported  and  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  his  staff  for  their  loyal  support  during 
the  year,  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  co-operation 
in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

Dr.  C.D.  Cormac,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  has  kindly  supplied  the  figures  relating  to 
immunisation  for  the  year  1963  forthe  Rural  District. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  was  a  little 
lower  than  last  year.  Immunisation  is  carried  out  at 
the  various  County  Council  Clinics  in  the  district  and 
also  in  the  schools.  Few  parents  refuse  to  have  their 
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children  protected. 


Smallpox  vaccinations  were  less  than  in  1962 
when  outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  the  country  caused 
an  unusually  large  number  of  persons  to  seek  protection.

School  .Cedi cal  Examinations. 

School  children  are  examined  several  times  during 
their  years  at  school.  The  first  examination  takes 
place  when  the  child  starts  school  at  the  age  of  five 
years.  It  is  important  that  the  parent  should  be 
present  at  this  examination  so  that  the  child’s  previous 
health  and  any  problems  can  be  discussed. 

The  commonest  defect  descovered  at  the  examination 
is  defective  vision.  .'hen  such  cases  are  found  the 
child  is  referred  to  the  Eye  Clinic  and  glasses 
prescribed  if  necessary.  However,  on  future 
examination  it  is  often  found  that  the  children  are  not 
wearing  their  glasses  and  their  vision  frequently 
deteriorates  as  a  result.  This  can  be  due  to  care¬ 
lessness  on  the  part  of  the  child  who  does  not  bother 
to  wear  his  glasses  in  school  or  in  some  cases  to  lack 
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of  interest  on  the  part  of  Ihe  parent  who  should 
ensure  that  the  child  does  wear  the  glasses  at  home. 
There  is  probably  a  psychological  element  in  this  as 
the  child  does  not  want  to  be  different  to  his  class 
mates  and  fears  being  made  fun  of  for  wearing  glasses. 

The  glasses  are  frequently  broken  during  play 
and  there  is  often  considerable  delay  before  they 
are  taken  for  repair.  Doctors  and  nurses  constantly 
stress  how  important  it  is  for  children  to  wear 
their  glasses  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  their 
advice  to  be  accepted. 

Deafness  can  cause  backwardness  in  class  due  to 
the  child  not  hearing  the  teacher.  Tests  are  made  by 
an  audiometrician  who  visits  the  school  with  special 
apparatus  to  test  the  hearing  and  any  doubtful  cases 
are  referred  to  the  clinic  for  further  investigation. 


Immunisation  against  infectious  diseases  is 
carried  out  in  the  schools  and  at  the  clinic. 

/*t  the  age  of  13  years  immunisation  against 
Tuberculosis  is  also  offered  and  most  parents  accept 
this  additional  safeguard 

The  general  health  and  physical  condition  of 
the  school  children  remains  good.  School  Milk  and 
Meals  do  much  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  physique.

Clinic  and  Polfare  Centres 

The  Clinic  and  Welfare  Services  are  operated  by 
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the  Lindsey  County  Council,  The  Clinics  are  well 
attended  and  advice  is  riven  to  mothers  concerning 
the  health  of  their  babies.  Immunisation  is 
carried  out  and  welfare  foods  are  available. 

Clinics  are  also  held  for  Speech  Therapy, 
Chiropody  and  Child  Psychiatry.

I luoridation  of  "liter  Supplies 

Considerable  interest  has  been  taken  in  this 
subject  in  recent  years  in  this  country,  and  it  has 
been  undertaken  in  the  United  States  of  America  for 
some  time.  Many  arguments  have  been  put  forward 
for  and  against  its  use.  The  balance  of  opinion 
is  in  favour  of  fluoridation. 


Fluoridation  of  a  water  supply  means  the 
addition  of  soluble  fluoride  in  accurately  measured 
doses  to  bring  the  concentration  up  to  1  part  per 
million.  Some  water  supplies  contain  this  amount 
of  naturally  occurring  fluoride  already  and  will 
not  need  to  be  treated. 

Investigations  in  the  U.S.A.  and  Great 
Britain  have  shown  that  children  brought  up  in  an 
area  where  the  concentration  of  fluoride  is  1  part 
per  million  have  50—60%  less  tooth  decay  tha.n  in 
those  areas  where  the  water  contains  only  a  trace 
of  fluoride.  The  maximum  benefit  of  fluorine 
is  obtained  during  the  first  8  years  of  life  when 
teeth  are  forming.  Tooth  decay  in  children  is  a 
very  important  problem  and  a  high  proportion  of 
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children  suffer  from  this  defect. 

fluoride  is  found  in  most  water  supplies  in  this 
country  in  varying  amounts  and  it  is  proposed  that 
the  amount  should  be  raised  to  the  optimum  concentration 
of  1  part  per  million.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
this  concentration  has  any  harmful  effects.  Over 
half  a  million  people  in  this  country  have  been 
drinking  naturally  fluoroid  water  all  their  lives 
in  a  concentration  of  1  part  per  million  with  no 
detectable  ill  effects  and  the  amount  of  illness  in 
these  areas  is  no  different  from  those  parts  of  the 
country  where  fluoride  is  deficient. 

Housing 

Many  new  materials  are  now  used  in  the 
building  of  houses.  The  cost,  durability  and 
appearance  of  the  material  should  be  as  good  as 
that  which  it  replaces.  Plastics  are  playing  an 
important  part  in  the  building  of  houses,  for  such 
things  as  gutters  and  down  spouts,  in  place  of  cast 
iron.  It  can  be  used  as  a  waterproof  layer  upon 
which  concrete  is  laid.  Expanded  plastics  are 
used  for  heat  insulation  which  is  now  receiving 
great  attention  in  modern  houses.  The  materials 
are  fire  resistant  and  vermin  proof  and  are  used 
in  the  upper  floors  to  prevent  the  escape  of  heat 
from  the  house.  Glass  fibre  is  also  useful  in 
this  respect.  Central  heating  is  now  supplied  to 
many  houses  especially  in  Smokeless  bones  when 
ordinary  coal  fires  are  prohibited.  Under  floor 
heating  by  means  of  electricity  is  also  being 
used  in  modern  homes. 

Frecast  units  are  employed  in  building 
houses  which  will  reduce  labour  costs  and  time  of 
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of  completing  the  building.  Plasterboard  is  being 
used  to  line  inner  walls  in  place  of  ordinary  plaster 
which  takes  so  long  to  dry  out. 

Attention  should  be  paid  to  the  appearance 
of  an  estate.  Some  variation  in  design  of  each 
house  is  desirable  and  the  building  line  s‘ staggered’1 
or  houses  set  at  an  angle  to  avoid  a  long  line  of 
houses. 

Housing  for  the  elderly  is  receiving  the 
attention  of  Local  Authorities.  Bungalows  and 
flats  are  specially  designed  to  suit  the  needs 
of  one  or  two  elderly  occupants.  It  is  not 
always  necessary  to  have  a  bungalow  type  of 
dwelling  as  many  elderly  persons  like  to  live  in 
flats  in  multiple  storied  buildings.  The 
accommodation  should  be  easy  to  run  and  designed 
to  avoid  steps  and  dark  passages-  In  multiple 
units  it  is  advantageous  to  have  a  resident  warden 
on  the  site.

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  approbation 
my  Report  on  your  technical  affairs  for  1963. 

The  year  has  seen  considerable  progress  in  the  construction 
of  village  sewers  and  disposal  works  and  these  activities  have 
accelerated  the  application  for  grant-aid  toward  modernisation  of 
dwellings.  The  number  of  grant-aided  schemes  of  improvement 
has  also  increased  in  villages  without  sewage  facilities  and  the 
pressure  of  work  on  the  one  cesspool-emptying  tanker  has  not  been 
lessened. 


At  the  close  of  the  year  preparations  were  well  advanced 
for  the  handing  over  of  the  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  to  the 
newly  constituted  Board  on  April  1st,  1964. 

Planning  applications  continue  to  increase  -  a  welcome 
and  salutary  indication  of  a  prospering  countryside. 

Our  progress  and  increased  amount  of  work  has  been 
assisted  greatly  by  the  splendid  team  spirit  in  the  Department 
and  I  am  indebted  to  my  Deputy,  Mr.  Child,  and  all  members  of 
my  staff. 


My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Doctor  G.  R.  Thorpe,  the 
Council's  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  his  help  and  advice  at 
all  times  and  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  B.  C,  V.  Spence, 
with  whom  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  be  associated  in  this  his 
first  year  in  office. 

Finally,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  am 
constantly  aware  of  the  interest  shewn  by  Members  in  the  work 
of  the  Department,  and  in  particular,  I  would  mention  the 
Chairmen  and  Vice  Chairmen  of  Committees  whose  continued  keeness 
and  awareness  of  our  problems  is  an  inspiration  at  all  times.

The  total  of  completed  grant-aided 
schemes  for  house  improvements  has  now 
reached  1,036;  in  the  year  under  review 
83  grants  were  made.  In  terms  of  money 
a  sum  of  approximately  £217,815  has  now 
been  paid  out  in  this  way.  As  one 
travels  the  district  there  is  ample  evidence 
of  the  vastly  improved  housing  standards  but 
little  has  been  done  to  apply  the  grant-aid 
provisions  to  the  truly  rented  cottages. 


The  issue  of  site  licences  continues  and 
there  are  now  51  licences  in  force  covering 
a  total  of  764  caravans.  Conditions  attached 
to  earlier  licences  have  now  been  largely 
complied  with  and  the  standard,  lay-out  and 
management  of  the  larger  sites  is  very  good. 

Continual  supervision  during  784  inspections 
ensures  that  these  high  standards  are  maintained, 
and  with  the  site  operators  becoming  more  aware 
of  the  Council’s  requirements  much  has  been 
accomplished  by  co-operation  rather  than 
compulsion. 


YARDS 


One  of  the  four  licensed  premises  was  closed 
during  the  year  and  at  the  remaining  three 
conditions  were  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  of  animals  is  permitted  at  one 
premises  only,  the  others  dealing  entirely 
with  dead  stock.

SEWERAGE  The  year  saw  the  completion  of  contracts 

for  sewers,  pumping  stations,  and  disposal 
works,  in  the  villages  of  North  Cotes, 
Marshchapel,  Legbourne,  Little  Cawthorpe 
and  North  Somercotes.  House  connections 
were  put  in  hand  late  in  the  year  in  three 
of  these  villages. 

Overloading  of  disposal  works  persists  at 
Binbrook,  North  Thoresby,  Holton-le-Clay , 
Tetney  and  Manby,  and  contracts  for  certain 
of  these  matters  are  anticipated. 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


There  is  every  indication  that  the  increase 
referred  to  in  my  Report  for  1962  will 
continue,  there  being  992  cesspools  emptied 
in  the  current  year  as  against  898  last  year. 
To  deal  with  this  continually  expanding 
demand  entails  regular  overtime  working  by 
the  one  tanker. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  arrangements 
were  well  advanced  for  the  formal  handing 
over  of  the  Council's  Water  Undertaking 
to  the  newly  constituted  East  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board,  Meetings  have  taken  place 
with  the  Board's  Officers  and  much  detail 
finally  agreed. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  demand  continued  to  grow  for  a  weekly 
collection  of  household  refuse  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  the  Public  Health  Committee 
authorised  the  inclusion  in  Financial  Estimates 
for  1964  the  monies  necessary  to  implement 
their  decision. 

At  present  some  5,007  premises  are  visited 
forthnightly  and  to  institute  a  weekly  collection 
over  this  wide  area  will  be  difficult  to  organise 
without  adequate  vehicles  and  labour. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  heavy  infestations  by  rats  noticed  in  1961 
has  not  recurred  and  in  1965  a-  total  estimated 
kill  of  17,440  was  noted.  In  the  year  544 
properties  were  treated  by  the  Council's  Operative 
these  are  primarily  domestic  and  Council-owned, 
the  farm  lands  and  buildings  being  dealt  with  by 
the  owner  or  occupier. 
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PETROLEUM  STORAGE 


With  the  modernisation  of  petrol  filling 
stations  and  new  pumps  and  tanks  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit  is  safer 
than  heretofore.  During  192  visits 
no  serious  transgression  was  found  and 
on  no  occasion  was  it  necessary  to  take 
formal  action. 

Premises  storing  petrol  for  re-sale 
number  42  and  premises  where  petrol 
is  for  farming  purposes  103. 


TOWN  AMD  COUNTRY  PLANNING  ACTS 
COUNCIL  BUILDING _ BYE-LAWS 


Similar  to  the  section  of  this  Report 
dealing  with  housing  natters  there  has  been 
maintained  the  steady  increase  in  the  volume 
of  work  through  the  Department  under  Planning 
and  Bye-laws  requirements. 

The  number  of  applications  dealt  with  reached 
719  and  it  says  much  for  the  careful  manner 
in  which  the  Committee  consider  these  applications 
to  know  that  33  only  were  refused. 

Of  these  refusals  the  Council's  decision  was 
reversed  by  the  Minister  in  only  one  case. 
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
